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FCC Highlights 


The FCC "...has revised the examination 
requirement for the Technician Class Amateur 
Operator license ... by removing the require- 
ment for proof of ability "...to send and receive 
texts in Morse code telegraphy. " After these 
revisions become effective, an examinee will not 
be required to prove that he or she can send 
and receive texts in Morse code telegraphy 
signals to qualify for a Technician Class 
Amateur operator license." 


"The FCC noted that offering a codeless 


_ class of license that authorizes control operator 


privileges at stations which transmit exclusive- 
ly above 30 MHz, provides an entry level 
opportunity to otherwise qualified persons who 
find telegraphy a barrier to pursuing the pur- 
‘poses of the Amateur service. "Therefore, the 


FCC has established the Technician Class as. 


the codeless class of license. " This license 
includes all Amateur operator privileges above 
30 MHz." The Commission also amended the 
rules to grandfather frequency privileges below 
30 MHz to current Technician Class licensees." 


‘In addition, the Commission decided to retain 


the Novice Class operator license opportunity 
.to persons who desire to pursue the purpose 
of the Amateur service and who can pass a 
telegraphy requirement in place of the more 
comprehensive written examination require- 
ment for the codeless Technician Class opera- 
tor license. (FCC Report No.DC-1777; Docket 
90-55; 12/13/90). Regarding the privileges, 
ARRL President Larry Price observed that the 
FCC formula is likely to be less acceptable 
to many Amateurs than the League’s. (ARRL 
NEWS RELEASE, 12/12/90). Noting that the

"The 
Commission said that the term "physician" 
would be limited to practitioners with full 
medical privileges, that is, doctors of osteop- 
athy or doctors of medicine. " With respect to 
whether administering volunteer examiners 
(VEs) should administer examinations that 
they had not passed, the Commission said that 
any VE who is not competent to perform the 
VE functions should not administer examina- 
tions. (FCC Report NO. 1778; PR DOCKET 
90-356) 


The ARRL and the Radio Amateur Satellite 
Corp. (AMSAT), are registering concern over 
the fate of Amateur spectrum at the 1992 
World Administrative Radio Conference 
(WARC-92). This conference of the ITU will be 
able to modify allocations in several key parts 
of the spectrum. In comments filed with FCC, 
ARRL supports the proposed 40 meter Amateur 
reallocation to 6900-7200 kHZ worldwide. 
The Amateur Service would have exclusive 
access to the 7000-7200 kHz segment, and 
primary access to 6900-7000 kHz with 
secondary access available to land mobile radio. 
(W5YI Report 12/15/90). 


The FCC’s Second Notice of Inquiry in 
WARC ’92 proposed to internationally allocate 
148-149 MHz on a secondary basis to low- 
Earth orbit (LEO) satellites. Amateurs 
pioneered LEO satellites and now several. 
organizations have applied to FCC for LEO 
licenses),."...some engineers believe that the 140 
MHz bands may turn out to be quite suitable 
for LEO use for both up and downlinks. Thus, 
changes to 420 MHz may not be needed in the 
end.” (W5YI Report 12/15/90). 


(On Nov.16th, the ARRL and FCC lawyers 
argued the relocation of 220-222 Mhz to 
narrow band business interests in the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the District of Columbia. 
On December 3rd, the Court of Appeals denied 
the League’s Petition for Review of the FCC’s 
decision to award the 220-222 MHz segment to 
land mobile users. The ARRL was to have 
seven days to. request a re-hearing. "The 
explanatory memorandum attached to the 
judgment is informative, but of no precedence 
value.” (W5YI Report, 12/15/90).

DATE SET FOR TECHNICIAN TESTING 

CHANGES. On Dec. 13 the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission issued Reports and Orders in 
the matters of a code-free Amateur license and of 
relaxed Morse code testing for the disabled. 
February QST will carry the complete text of 
their R&O ‘on the code-free Technician license 


| and a detailed report on new CW testing proce- 
__ dures for the disabled. Highlights follow: 


The effective date for code-free Technician 
license exams is February 14, and details are 
mostly as described in the last Letter. The R&O 
does provide insight into the Commission’s 
thinking on the matter. They begin by noting 


that 70 percent of comments received favored "at. 


least an entry level codeless license." Comments 
from organizations ranging from the ARRL to 


the Quarter Century Wireless Association also 


are invoked, and those of the QCWA were appar- 


.ently given heavy consideration. 


Comments noted by the FCC in opposition to 
a code-free license were that CW is a superior 


‘means of communication that should be retained 


for all license classes, and that tradition should 
be maintained. FCC did not fully agree, saying 
"telegraphy skill is not so essential to proper 
operation of a station that transmits exclusively 
above 30 MHz such as to justify turning away 
otherwise qualified persons who do not possess 


_ the skill.” 


As for specific licensing requirements, the FCC 


decided not to accept a recommendation that five 


questions on operating practice be added to the 
existing 55-question Technician written exam (30 
questions from Element 2 and 25 from Element 
3A) 


Both the ARRL and the National Conference 
of Volunteer Examiner Coordinators (NCVEC) 
had recommended that the Commission in effect 
create a sixth license class, by recording the 
subsequent passing of a 5-WPM CW test by code- 
free licensees. Instead, the upgrade to Tech- 
nician-plus-CW will not involve the issuance of a 
new license, as described in the previous Letter. 


Instructors already are gearing up for an 
_ expected influx of hams-to-be resulting from the 


Any League 


announcement. ARRL’s Educational Activities 
Department is preparing a new class instructor 
guide for this new entry point into Amateur 
Radio. EAD seeks ideas from instructors on 
content of the new guide, as well as suggestions 
on how to "mainstream" the new Technicians 
into our ranks (as well as convincing them of the 
importance of League membership). 


Assuming the code-free Technician license 
becomes a reality on February 14, Amateurs who 
passed Element 2 and/or Element 3A after 
February 14, 1990 may now qualify for (or have 
partial credit toward) the new license. (Element 
credit is good only for 365 days from the exami- 
nation date). 


And current Novices and Technicians are 
advised to retain their license (or a copy) to 
document that they have passed the 5 WPM 
Morse cade examination, for future upgrades. 


ARRL Board members will be reviewing the 
Report and Order--and member reactions-- 
between now and the Board meeting J anuary 18- 
19, where there will be an opportunity to con- 
sider whether partial reconsideration should be 
sought on the issues on which the Commission 
departed from the League’s recommendations. 


CW TESTING OF THE DISABLED. Begin- 
ning as early as February 14 there are proce- 
dures in the FCC Rules for people with certain 
disabilities to follow who wish to be excused from 
13- and 20-wpm Morse code examinations for 
Amateur Radio licenses. In a Report and Order 
adopted December 13, 1990, the FCC amended its 
rules "to exempt from the higher speed Morse 
code telegraphy examinations Amateur operator 
licensees who, because of severe handicaps, are 
incapable of passing those examinations." 


The exemptions will not apply to the 5-wpm 
tests, since a demonstration of Morse ability is 
required for operation below 30 MHz. 


The primary concern voiced by the ARRL and 
others was that such exemptions could compro- 
mise the entire volunteer examiner program, 
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ARRL Report - Continuted 


by putting undue burdens on VEs to make judge- 
ments about an applicant’s disabilities as well as 
in asking non-Amateur medical professionals to 
assess applicants. 


According to the FCC, the most objections 
were to a proposed list of disabilities, a list 
drawn up by the government to indicate a 
person’s "employability." Commenter Alan L. 
Braun, M.D., NS@B, told the FCC "many persons 
who have handicaps that prevent them from 
working do not have handicaps that prevent 
them from taking a telegraphy examination." 


As a result, the FCC will "rely on the integrity 
and the judgement of the physician who signs 
the certification to establish, after consulting 
with the patient, that the person is severely 
handicapped and because of the disability is 
unable to pass the telegraphy examination. 


"We expect both the examinee and the physi- 
cian to be honest" the FCC said. 


Further, the Commission will "develop a brief- 
ing paper for physicians that describes the 
nature of the Morse code examinations." 


"Physicians" will be defined as doctors of 
medicine (M.D.) and doctors of osteopathy (D.O.), 
only. 


And, at the ARRL’s urging, the FCC also will 
require that an applicant for exemption sign a 
release, permitting disclosure to the FCC of 
medical information pertaining to the disability. 
Revised Form 610s, which will include a physi- 
cian’s certification form, will "contain a warning 
regarding the penalties for making willful false 
statements to the Commission in violation of 18 
U.S.C 1001." 


The FCC also acknowledged comments con- 
cerning "dilution of the Amateur service" and 
"demeaning" the handicapped, saying in the first 
case that Morse proficiency had not in the past 
proven to be a "filter" for the service and, in the 
second, that all handicapped persons still would 
be able to choose to take the examinations even 
if they met the requirements for an exemption. 


In the matter of whether a disabled person will 
be able to give a volunteer examination for an 
element from which he was exempted, the R&O 
left to VE coordinators to certify disabled VEs, 
saying that a disabled licensee could, in some 
cases, administer exam elements they themselves 
had not taken. 
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The Commission used the following example: 
an Amateur Extra class licensee, acting as a 
volunteer examiner and having been exempted 
himself from the 20-WPM examination, still 
would be capable of administering a receiving 
exam to another applicant, by the use of taped 
CW and a written copy of the text sent. 


This amendment of the Commission’s rules 
becomes effective Feb 14, 1991. 


COMMENTS BACK 40-METER PROPOSAL. 
On Dec 3 the League filed its comments on the 
Second Notice of Inquiry in General Docket 89- 
554, the WARC-92 preparatory proceeding. 
Supported was a proposal to provide a 300-kHz 
worldwide Amateur allocation, free of broadcast- 
ing interference, at 7 MHz. A realignment ofthe — 
Al-meter broadcasting band to provide a broad- 
casting band in Region 2 would make this possi- 
ble. Feedback from League members has largely _ 
supported shifting the current Amateur 40-meter 
band downward by 100: kHz, in exchange for 
eliminating the present geographical sharin 

arrangement with broadcasting. 


At its meeting November 27 the Industry 
Advisory Committee agreed to recommend this 7- 
MHz realignment, adding to a growing consensus 
on this point among the key players in U.S. 
WARC-92 preparations. 


On 2 meters, the League expressed concern 
about possible interference to the crowded band 
should an LEO satellite service be implemented 
in the adjacent band of 148.0-149.9 MHz, but did 
not oppose the proposed allocation. 


The League did oppose a proposal to reallocate 
420421 MHz for low earth orbit (LEO) satellites, 
instead supporting.an initiative of WARC Infor- 
mal Working Group 2, which seeks ways of 
accommodating this new use without adversely 
affecting existing services. 


Finally, the League opposed any reallocation of 
2390-2450 MHz that would deny the Amateur 
Service, and particularly the Amateur-Satellite 
Service, access to this important band. Recent 
good news on this front is that satellite broad- 
casting interests have studied the issue and have 
concluded that, for the next 15 years or so, 
satellite sound broadcasting is not feasible above 
2.0 GHz; the power requirements at the satellite 
end are too great. But other interests are still — 
eyeing the band. ivy

"Bobbie" Martin, VP2MO, has received the 
British Empire Award for public service. Martin, 
known to Amateurs around the world, worked 
tirelessly during and after Hurricane Hugo 
struck Montserrat, his home, in September, 1988. 
He provided the only communications into and 
out of the island for several days following the 
storm, which caused an estimated 100 million 
dollars (U.S.) damage and left a quarter of the 
island’s 12,000 population homeless. 


The BEM award, formerly the Order of the 
British Empire, is made to both civilian and 
for distinguished service. 
Martin was the only Montserratian to receive the 
award for service resulting from Hugo. It 
bestows an honorary knighthood on the recipi- 
ent, who may then be referred to as "Sir."

gency has been changed. As of Dec. 11,5:1990; 
Amateur Radio stations no longer will automatic- 


- ally be shut down in such cases. Now, in either 


event, all Federal licensees will be obliged to 
observe whatever orders and instructions the 
Commission issues in the interests of national 
security and spectrum use. 


* If you’re renting or borrowing space on a 
commercial tower, be advised that the FCC may 
be interested in you. According to the Dec. 17 
issue of Broadcasting magazine, a two-day 
inspection of such towers by the FCC in 
November found 16 per cent (160 out of 1,031) 
"in apparent violation of safety rules governing 
their painting and lighting." Each licensee using 
tower space is separately responsible for lighting 
and painting, said Richard Smith, chief of the 
FCC Field Operations Bureau. The Commission 
has begun tentatively levying fines (mostly 
$2,000) against each user of towers it found in 
violation, according to Broadcasting. 


* On Dec. 13 and 14 the FCC identified 141 radio 
operators illegally transmitting on frequencies 
adjacent to the Citizens Band and the 10 meter 
Amateur band. The two-day effort, involving 
personnel from all 35 Commission field offices, 
resulted in fines totally $147,000. 


The unlicensed operations were identified as 
originating from all 50 states plus the District of 
Columbia and Puerto Rico. The most active 
states, according to the FCC, were Florida, 
California, Michigan, Texas, and Arizona. The 
equipment in use typically was modified Citizens 
Band or Amateur transceivers with linear power 
amplifiers. 


Operators included members of organized 
groups such as World Wide Sideband, Satellite, 
Alfa Tango, Whiskey Tango, Whiskey Jack, 
Unidad, Truckers, Eagles International, and Old 
Timers. 


* In response to a request from U.S. Army Briga- 
dier General Wesley B. Taylor, Jr. community 
commander of the Nuernberg (Germany) Military 
Community, ARRL has shipped two HF radios 
for Military Affiliate Radio System (MARS) use 
by the First Armored Division in Saudi Arabia. 
"Our present MARS equipment is insufficient for 
a deployment of this kind," Taylor said, "and we 
are desperately in need of additional equipment." 


The rigs, a Kenwood TS-140S and an ICOM 
IC-735, were donated in September, 1989, by the 
manufacturers, for use in Puerto Rico following 
Hurricane Hugo. 


MARS frequencies being used for traffic from 
the Middle East can be heard on 20.994, 19.532, 
14.650, and 14.665 MHz. 


MCI Communications Corporation has 
announced they are providing equipment "to 
establish 15 new MARS stations" in Saudi 
Arabia. Since September, MCI has been donating 
free emergency long-distance telephone service to 
USS. military troops in Saudi Arabia through the 
American Red Cross. 


W1AW has returned to 160 meters with code 
practice and bulletins, on 1.818 MHz (CW) and 
1.890 MHz (SSB). And, since Jan. 2, the Head- 
quarters station has changed CW frequencies on 
10 and 15 meters, to 28.0675 and 21.0675 MHz, 
to avoid interference to packet operators. 


* Nearly one hundred countries have reciprocal 
Amateur Radio operating agreements with the 
United States, according to the latest list issued 
by the FCC (on Dec. 7). HQ has the necessary 
forms to be used in applying to these and certain 
other countries for operating permission, yours 
for an SASE.

Requirements include a thorough knowledge of Amateur Radio, membership in the ARRL, 
more than a cursory knowledge of Land Mobile, satellite, cellular telephone, and computer 
communications, and the aptitude to serve Red Cross chapters and interested parties in a correct, 
informed, and timely manner. Also, a willingness to learn is paramount. 


American Red Cross National Headquarters is presently at 18th and D Streets, N.W., 
Washington, DC. Within 18 months the address should change to the former AAA building, 
located at the intersection of Route 50 and J-495 in Fairfax County, Virginia. The Red Cross 
purchased that building in September of this year. The Red Cross relies heavily on Amateur Radio 
operations in times of disaster and has more than $15,000 of Amateur Radio equipment on-hand to 
be installed at the new location. 


Volunteers would report directly to Michael R. Riley, KX1B, who is responsible for the 
American Red Cross Disaster Services Radio System. 


Radio volunteers are needed 7% hours a day, Monday through Friday. A minimum time 
commitment of 2 days weekly is required by volunteers.

[Soviet Radio Amateur Movement]

“WILL THE ‘HUNT’ BE SUCCESSFUL?” 
by Yelena [Helen] Vsevolodovna Turubara 
Senior Editor, RADIO magazine 


| The situation in radiosport is far from satisfactory, even in the prestigeous “fox-hunting” form 
__ of sport, notwithstanding the fact that until recently Soviet “foxhunters” won practically all world 
__ championships. The alarm bell went off at the 1988 world championship in Switzerland, at which our 
“hunters” lost in the men’s and youth events. 


Last year’s traditional (but, unfortunately, the last) “For Friendship and Brotherhood” 
| competitions, which took place in Pyongyang, did not bring joy either. Although only the USSR, 
_ Czechoslovakia, and [North] Korea took part, and although our team was fairly strong, we lost to the 
__ Koreans in all categories. 


Various reasons are given for the alarming situation in sport radiodirectionfinding: A drop in 
mass participation, a formalistic attitude toward forming teams at the republic level, lack of 
equipment, and a shortage of qualified trainers. Also mentioned is sport radiodirectionfinding’s loss 

of prestige, caused by the cancellation of the international competitions between “foxhunters” of the 
East European countries (in which North Korean sportsmen also participated). 


All that’s true, as is the fact that absolutely untrained teams come to the Championship of the 
Union from several republics. . 


This causes legitimate indignation on the part of radiosport officials, but a year goes by, the same 
story is repeated, and nothing changes “in the Kingdom of Denmark.” 


I assert that sport radiodirectionfinding cannot today be a mass form of sport in all areas of our 
country. Enough equipment doesn’t exist and what does exist is not, as a rule, of very good quality. 
Then, for training, a forest is necessary. And transportation to get to this forest. 


Let’s speak of the proportion of radiodirectionfinding that has in most respects actually become 
professional (you can’t hide the fact that many members and alternate members of the USSR mixed 
team can’t be called amateurs). Do many young “fox-hunting” enthusiasts have a chance of becoming 

_ professionals? Only a few. Today “fox-hunting” can only support a small group of sportsmen, partly 
through army sport clubs. 


This is one of the reasons why for many years we’ve seen the same names in the top lines of the 

table. Most of our champions are in Odintsovo, Moskovskaya Oblast’. Not because Odintsovo has a 

_ special school for foxhunters, but simply because the military created facilities that permitted inviting 
_ first-rate sportsmen from around the country.

Today only the Stavropol’ and Penza children’s-youths’ schools have a decent facilities for training 
youth teams. The principal national team can only conduct meets twice a year. This isn’t enough for 
quality training of international-class sportsmen (our main rivals today -- “foxhunters” from China 
and the Korean People’s Democratic Republic -- train year around, and their performance is improving 
noticeably. But the Central Committee of DOSAAF USSR doesn’t have enough money for the Soviet 
mixed team. 


Another problem involves team competitions. Every year “foxhunter” teams gather from various 
areas of our vast country for the Championship of the USSR. No one seems concerned by the fact 
that in the republics of Central Asia, the nearest forest is thousands of kilometers away, that there’s 
nowhere to train, that teams are assembled at the last minute, and that they receive a bunch of zero 
scores. And tens or hundreds of thousands of rubles are spent on travel and equipment! 


Let us not close our eyes to the fact that today in the world the winners are not amateurs but 
professionals. “Foxhunters” are no exception. Our prominent sportsmen are all professionals. To 
repeat, enough of being shamefully silent about this fact. 


Under glasnost’ and perestroyka, many sportsmen have been given the opportunity to provide for 
their future. But this is not true for DOSAAF sportsmen, including “foxhunters.” What will 
V. Chistyakov, Ch. Guliyev, and S. Koshkina do when they no longer perform the sports to which 
they’ve given their best years, efforts, and health? 


What can I say, with today’s inflation you can’t really live on a grant from the Central Radio Club 
of the USSR. The possibility of foreign trips used to be a tempting “carrot”, but now practically all 
that’s left is the World Championship, scheduled every two years. 


True, some bright spots have begun to appear in the form of commercial competitions, the first 
of which were held fairly successfully at L’vov last year. We should allow professionals to earn their 
livelihoods as professionals.

Radiodirectionfinding is getting more and more popular in the West. Our sport leaders need to — 
think seriously about initiating friendly bilateral or open multilateral trips with Western teams. : 
International meetings would provide an additional stimulus. We shouldn’t wait until someone, say 
in Eastern Europe, proposes reviving the “For Friendship and Brotherhood” sport — 
radiodirectionfinding meets.

“UNJOYOUS ANNIVERSARY” 
by Aleksandr Ivanovich Gusev, UA3AVG

This year marks the tenth anniversary of the Telegraph Shortwave Radiocommunication 
On-site/Off-site Competitions. 


Only 13 teams came to the first championship in Aleksandrov in 1986. The same number came ~ 
to Klaipeda the following year. But only 10 teams came to Penza in 1988 and 9 came to Tokmak in 
1989. This year, only 7 teams competed at Lugansk, from Byelorussia, Georgia, Kazakhstan, Russia, 
the Ukraine, Moscow, and Leningrad (city and oblast’). 


Tragedy struck the principal candidates for the RSFSR [Russian] team -- the team from Penza. © 
On their way to the Russian Championship [probably an elimination event held earlier.] , the vehicle — 
in which most of the team members were traveling had an accident. Oleg Kolotilin, RA4FB, a judge © 
at all previous on-site/off-site competitions, was killed (a moment of silence was observed for him at 
the USSR Championship) and the others in the vehicle were seriously injured.

The reasons for participation by only seven teams included reduced DOSAAF budgetary support. 
Not least of all, the political situation in the country played a réle: The conflict on the border 
between Azerbaydzhan and Armenia, the tense situation in Moldavia and Lithuania. Teams from 
these republics came to previous championships. 


Most shortwavers favor opening the championship to foreign sportsmen, not only to off-site but 
also to on-site participants. 


Another possibility would be to tie the competitions to international shortwave Field Day. That 
‘way, the on-site participants wouldn’t get bored as they do now at the end of the competitions, and 
the rate will rise from the present 8 to 10 contacts per half hour at the end of the competitions. 


Several-times national champion G. Rumyantsev, UA1DZ, is working on rules for the next 
competitions, taking into account experience gained from the Goodwill Games at Seattle and the 
wishes of shortwavers. [TRANSLATOR’S NOTE: A parenthetical comment by Boris Stepanov, 
UWS8AX, in the 10—16 December 1990 issue of the newspaper Sovetskiy Patriot, suggests that UAIDZ 
may have become a Silent Key.]

_ stamps if the diploma is to be sent to a home address. Observers [SWLs] are eligible for the diploma 
f under analogous conditions.

MONTGOMERY COUNTY ETS and RACES ACTIVATED FOR STORM 


Early activation of the Montgomery County 
Emergency Transportation Service (ETS) was 
called by Director Fran Granados, Montgomery 
County Fire/Rescue Services, around 5:30 p.m. 
on December 27, 1990. Poor driving conditions 
and the slow progress of traffic on the county’s 
roads brought about an early call to Emergency 
Management officials by Director Granados. 


Montgomery County RACES was put on 
notice to activate a short time later. By 6:05 
p.m. RACES was establishing a net on 146.46 
MHz according to established procedures. How: 
ever, severe interference from a commercial pager 


Service made reception very difficulty at the 


Communications Room of the Disaster Opera- 
tions Center. 


While Hank Black, N3ESR, Deputy Radio 
Officer, and Rita Magee, KA8WHT, Emergency 
Management Program Specialist, attempted to 
resolve the problem, John Creel, WB38GXW, 


Deputy Radio Officer, took over as alternate net 
control at his home location. At 6:15 p.m., it was 
decided to move operations to the NIHRAC 
repeater on 145.29 MHz. 


Once operations shifted over to the NIHRAC 
repeater, net control was re-established at the 
Disaster Operations Center. RACES members 
began providing weather and road reports as 
they attempted to get home during the evening 
rush hour. 


The ETS program is dispatched by Mont- 
gomery County RACES using RACES radio 
operators and ETS volunteer drivers. Each ETS 
driver has a RACES radio operator assigned to 
his or her vehicle and act as a team. The 
purpose of ETS is to provide 4-wheel drive 
transportation service in the event that 
any other emergency

During the initial activation of RACES, the 
National Weather Service set off the Emergency 
Coordinators’ ARES pagers requesting the ARES 
SKYWARN Coordinator call the forecast office at 
Sterling, Virginia. A short time later, the EC’s 
pagers went off again, this time indicating a 
SKYWARN net on the Bluemont repeater on 
147.300 MHz. 


The Montgomery County RACES net control 
operator requested Montgomery RACES operator 
Ross Merlin, WA2WDT, check in with the 
SKYWARN net and act as liaison between nets. 
One of the earliest reports relayed from the 
Montgomery County RACES net was turned in 
by Bill Freienmuth, W30IO. The National 
Weather Service Forecast Office was looking for 
reports of surface temperature and snow depth 
and intensity, and any report of freezing rain. 


RACES was put in a standby mode by the 
Deputy Radio Officer as it was early evening and, 
most likely, the first requests for transportation 
of essential medical personnel would not come 
until after the evening shift started. So, at 6:46 
p.m. a departing N3ESR relinquished net control 
to Jim Walters, WA2GIN, at his home. Around 
9:45 p.m. W30I0 took over as net control assist- 
ing the late evening dispatch operations at the 
DOR until 12:24 a.m. on the 28th. The RACES 
station at the DOR relied heavily on W3OI0 as 
the net control station as the pager interference 
was blanketing the entire two-meter band in 
downtown Rockville. ETS/RACES operations at 
the DOR closed at 1 a.m. 


During the course of events, Mark Shultise, 
WAS3ZLB, provided additional liaison with the 
SKYWARN net providing some 18 reports. 


Because of the light snow fall (3-5 inches) in 
the Montgomery County, there were only four 
transports made to two local nursing homes in 
the county. The first transport, made by Don 
Dennison, KA3CTR, was dispatched around 10 
p.m. The last passengers were delivered to their 
destinations by Ed Bucheit, KASRWX, at 12:02 
am. on the 28th of December. Other ETS 
transport was made by Howard Lehnert, K3I0G, 
RACES Radio Officer and ETS driver. 


Howard Hays, WB3KHQ, a RACES ETS 
driver, checked into the net as he had been called 
out to transport essential personnel to the 
Emergency Communications Center (E911). This 
was a separate action from the ETS operation. 
Larry Golden, KA3BAL, was on standby as a 
RACES ETS driver. If a full activation of the 
ETS program had occurred, the full resources of 
non-RACES ETS volunteer drivers and RACES 
radio operators would have been paired up and 
placed into service as driver-communicator/ 
navigator teams. 


A formal thank you for the SKYWARN 
reports provided by Montgomery County RACES 
was received from the National Weather Service 
by Montgomery County Emergency Management. 
An on-the-air sincere thank-you was issued by 
Rita Magee, KASWHT, Program Specialist, on 
behalf of Montgomery County Emergency 
Management to RACES members during its first 
net of 1991.

I sometimes pause at those hamfest flea market tables overflowing with old commercial FM 
VHF equipment. Those well worn and used relics of control head, speakers, mikes, strips and 
connecting cables that bring back memories of the early 1970s when they were used by virtually 
everyone operating FM on 2-meters. Since repeaters were not to be fully abundant for another 
three years, simplex was the watering-hole for most of us, particularly 146.520 and 146.940. The 
only full time area repeater in service was the now Maryland FM Association on 146.760. A strong 
machine that greatly influenced the future expansion of repeaters. It continues to dominate today. 


Because of the simplex congestion, it was not uncommon for conversations to turn to the 
subject of more repeaters. So it was, at.a 1970 York, Pa, hamfest that five Amateurs got together 
and decided to activate a 2-meter autopatch repeater; a first for the Washington DC area. The 
enthusiasm grew and my residence in Cheverly, Md, located on a ridge overlooking the Capital, 
was offered as a temporary site. In the months to follow, a Motorola tube type base station and 
commercial antenna were purchased and autopatch circuits designed and installed in the repeater. 
Additionally, the necessary paper work was prepared for an FCC repeater license. Finally, in LOT 
the repeater was activated, together with the area’s first autopatch system on 146.01/61 The 
original five members became 150, then 200, and peaking to over 300 members within two years. 


During the initial membership escalation, it became apparent that an organization had to be 
formed. I recall that weekend afternoon, the five of us trying desperately to think of an 
appropriate name, when Bill Kisse - WA3GJD said, "Well Murray Green - K3BEQ is always 
threatening to move to a mountain and the repeater site is sort of a mountain, so how about "The 
Green Mountain Repeater Association?" ! 


We subsequently incorporated as non-profit and in 1972 activated a sister repeater on 
146.28/88 in Greenbelt, Md. From that time on, repeaters took off across the nation, including our 
local area. 


Some say it was an FM revolution. But like most technological advances, I believe it was more 
of a evolution. We crawled with the modified commercial units installed in car trunks; then - 
walked with modified repeaters and miniaturized units with their multi-facet capabilities that 


changed each year; and then sprinted into the nuclear 80s and 90s with handhelds that fit into 
your shirt pocket and transceivers that can be installed in the space of a car ashtray. 


So, the next time you’re at a hamfest and pass a table with old commercial FM VHF 
- equipment, slow down and take a good hard look, because that’s where it essentially all began.

I apologize to Tom, 
our station trustee and Craig, our ARES EC, and 
hope that both will continue to do the fine jobs 
that they have done in the past both for ARES 
and the club. 


I have talked with Craig and he does agree 
that the station should be used frequently, when 
its operation does not interfere with normal Red 
Cross activities, and supports the readiness of 
the ARES to operate the station. One area 
where we will attempt to operate the station will 
be during contests during the year. 


I would like to thank Jim - AB4YP, our 
program chairman, for volunteering to act as 
station manager. While that job is held by Tom, 
I’m sure that Craig will keep Jim in mind when 
an operator is needed during hours when the rest 
of us have to be at work. We’ll be hearing more 
from Jim as he lines up programs during the 
year. 


ARLINGTON AMATEUR RADIO EMERGENCY SERVICES 


The Arlington County Amateur Radio 
Emergency Services (ARES) is composed of FCC 
licensed Amateurs who have voluntarily regis- 
tered their capabilities and equipment for public 
service communications. 


The Arlington County ARES functions under 
an EMERGENCY PLAN under the direction of 
the Arlington County Emergency Coordinator 
(EC) who is appointed by the Virginia Section 
Emergency Coordinator of the ARRL. The EC 
may appoint assistant ECs sufficient to function 
efficiently. 


The purpose of the plan is to provide a 
written guide containing the minimum informa- 
tion that would be needed in an emergency. Each 
emergency is different and flexibility to provide 
as adequate response to each is a necessity.

The primary responsibility of the Arlington 
county ARES is to furnish emergency communi- 
cations in the event of natural or man-made 
disasters, when regular communications fail or 
are inadequate. 


Drills, training, and instruction are carried 
out to insure readiness to respond quickly in 
providing effective Amateur emergency communi- 
cations whenever an occasion may arise. 


The following agencies could be served during 
a communications emergency: Other ARES 
groups; The Arlington Chapter, American Red 
Cross; Arlington Fire Dept., Civil Defence, 
Arlington Hospital, Salvation Army, Arlington 
Police Dept., Nation Weather Service and any 


other disaster relief agencies requesting 
assistance.

Stainless Steel Hardware 


Anyone who thinks stainless steel hardware is the best thing to use for assembling aluminum 
structures, especially in areas with high humidity or salt spray, deserves to have it fall on his 


head. Stainless steel turns to powder very quic 


of the joint where you can’t see it until it breaks. 


kly under such conditions, and does it on the inside 


Heavy zinc or cadmium plated high-tensile steel 


is preferable. It doesn’t last much longer than stainless steel, but it gives early warning of failure, 


as the plating disappears from the exposed parts first. 


The resulting rust is easily seen and 


maintenance "down time" can be scheduled before the tower or antenna brings itself down. I’m not 
too good at chemistry, but I understand it is a result of the relative electrochemical potentials 
between metals (the thing that makes batteries work, and why zinc protects steel until all the zine 
corrodes away). Stainless steel and aluminum have a much greater potential difference than zinc 
and aluminum so, under equal conditions, stainless steel corrodes more quickly than zinc.
